Now if he had begun at twenty, and, 
instead of spending his money for that which has 
evidently done him no good, had laid it up, and at 
the end of every year, put ina way to accumu- 
late interest at six per cent., adding the interest 
to the principal every year, the sum would now 
have amounted to more than $10,600—ten thow- 
sand six hundred dollars !” 

The old man shook his head incredulously. 

“ Now,” said I, “I am almost a stranger to you ; 
it is not to be expected, therefore, that you will 
take my word for this statement. Take the pen- 
cil yourself, some time when at leisure ; or, set 
your nephew, Perry, at work upon the problem ;

“ Why, when we began the world, I took a miff 
against the village shop-keeper, because he cheat- 
ed me out of a four-pence, and | never would trade 
with him afterwards, thovgh tere “was no other 
place in the town, at that time, where they kept 
any thing fitto drink. So I gave up the article 
altogether, until finally I did not care a fig about 
it, and did not seer to need it at all.” 

One brother was cheated out of a fip.. Anoth- 
er was cheated out of character and respectability, 
together with the very necessaries of life for his 
family, while he was hurried on to second child- 
hood more than ten years before his elder brother !

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


From the Baptist Missionary Magazine. 
JOURNAL OF MR. VINTON. 


Villages on the Dah Gyieng—Inquirers at 
Newville. 

Jan. 1, 1837. Sabbath. More of the impeni- 
tent at meeting to-day than I have ever seen here 
before. Have never before been able, in Karen, 
to present the truth with so much plainness and 
force, and never before have I witnessed so much 
apparent effect upon the assembly. How others 
felt I cannot say, but my own heart was full of 
distress for souls, and I could hardly restrain a 
fiood of tears, while pleading with them to be re- 
conciled to God. O will not the Lord pour down 
a shower of blessing ? My soul looks up in long- 
ing desire, and yet rests itself in sweet hope that 
we shall yet see a great turning to the Lord in this 
region. 

3. Have just returned from a two days’ excur- 


;sion up the river with » sad and aching heart.— 


The Karens in that region are joined to their idol. 
intemperance, and what is still more distressing, 
the greater part of thent perfectly hate the gospel, 
Though no missionary has ever been among them, 
still they have seen the Christians, and learned 
from them that it strikes a death-blow at the root 
of all their darling sins ; and they are, therefore, 
determined to have nothing to do withit. A few 
listened with considerable interest, but the great 
mass opposed. O, could I know that God would 
speedily undertake the work of subjugating their 
souls to himself, my aching heart would cease to 
bleed, and rest itself in the sweet assurance: of 
hope. ‘Till then [ ask, I desire no rest. How can 
[ rest ? Souls—precious souls are perishing,—and | 
if God comes not to save them, they are undone 
forever. O couldI die a thousand deaths, to save 
them from the death that never dies—were this 
the saerifice required, it should not be withheld.— 
Butno, “ None but Jesus,”"—precious truth— 
“ None but Jesus, 
Can do helpless sinners good.” 

To thee, then, dear Savior, help me to commit 
these precious souls, in the sustaining hope of thy 
merciful intention to save them from an endless 
hell. 

4. Had expected to visit a number of villages 
upon the opposite side of the river, but, on inquiry, 
learned that there was no boat, and therefore con- 
cluded to spend the day in study. 1 have, how- 
ever, been almost constantly interrupted by an un- 
usual number of visiters. Some called in the vil- 
lage upon business, and would have gladly avoid- 
ed me ; others, learning that 1 was there, came 
of their own accord to see me. Of the former, one 
treated me at first with the least respect, and seem- 
ed to be the most hardened of IKarens I have ever 
met. His insults, however, mede me feel the more 
tender concern for his soul; so that, while plead- 
ing with him, my heart was almost ready to break 
with desire that God would have mercy upon him. 
Another, who called to be conversed with about 
the interests of his soul, seems about resolved to 
be a Christian. His wife has been waiting for him 
a number of months, so that I hope they will both 
soon come out on the Lord’s side. In conversa- 
tion with Ko Panlah, he inquired, “If so long 
time had elapsed since the crucifixion of Christ, 
why this good news had not reached them before ? 
why so wany generations of their fathers had 
gone down to hell, for want of it?” IKo Panlah 
began to tell him that it was because God had not 
before sent the teachers ; when I interrupted him, 
and asked him, if the Savior had not commanded 
that the gospel should be preached to every crea- 
ture? “ Yes,” said he; “ but what then can be 
the reason ?” I then gave them a short account 
of the efforts of the apostles and primitive Chris- 
tians, arid of their all but universal conquest over 
the powers of darkness ; that then, when the vie- 
tory wasall but won, the church folded her hands 
and went to sleep, and slept on for centuries ; 
while Satan secured to himself the fairest portion 
of the possession, that had been given to the Sa- 
vior ; and that now, she is just beginning to awake 
from her slumbers, and harness on the armor to 
go forth to the conquest of the world. |

6. Left Newville yesterday morning, and arriv- 
ed last night at Mauko, where I found a number 
of attentive listeners. ‘Two of those baptized at 
Newville, were from this village. ‘They seemed 
overjoyed at our arrival, and did every thing they 
could to make our stay comfortable and agreeable. 
A part of our company, however, spent the night 
at another village, where they found considerable 
encouragement. When I was there a year ago, 
they were the greatest drunkards I have ever seen 
in the country ; and though they are a little im- 
proved now, still the sin of drunkenness is the 
principal obstacle to their becoming Christians at 
once. : 

In leaving Newville, we came down the river 
about twenty miles, in a south-west-by-south | 
course, when we crossed over by land, about thirty 
miles due east. We passed one Toungthoo, five 
Sgau, and six Pgwo Karen villages, containg from 
six to fifteen, and twenty houses each. In New- 
ville the average number of inhabitants to a house 
is twelve. This, however, would be too high an 
estimate for. the Karens generally. In the villages 
[ have visited, I should think they would be about 
ten toa house. The government, however, esti- 
mate them at but little more than half this num- 
ber ; but I think they are decidedly too low. On 
my arrival here, I found that Mrs, Vinton had ar- 
rived with the children, and that the school is in 
successful operation. Br. Abbott has baptized six, 
and Ko Chet’thing’s father says he has been watt- 
ing’my arrival, and wishes to be baptized next 
Sabbath. So the good work is going on. Bless 
the Lord, O my soul.” . 
8. Sabbath. A number at worship from the 
Burman side, who seem almost resolved to become 
Christians. One who came over, did not come to 
worship, for he said he had been drinking spirit, 
and was ashamed to come ; and, besides, that he 


ae 


ber of the church came, and requested me to ex- 
amine Ko Chet’thing’s father, before the church 
assembled, that I might be fully satisfied, saying, 
they were unwilling his case should be delayed, 
for they thought him worthy of the ordinance.— 
Indeed, in his examination before the church, 
there seemed to be a feeling of deep and universal 
interest in the old man. All seemed overjoyed, 
that at this eleventh hour he had concluded to 
come over to the Lord’s side. One year ago, 
when I baptized one of his daughters, I inquired 
if he was willing she should become a Christian ? 
“Yes,” said he, with apparently deep emotion— 
“T want all my children to become Christians, 
and am doing all I can to get them into the king- 
dom ; and then I am coming in myself, and will 
shut the door upon them.” He is, however, tired 
of waiting for some of them, and is coming in be- 
fore thern, though they seem about ready to follow. 
When Ko Chev'thing went to America, the whole 
family were not only bitterly opposed to the gos- 
pel, but even treated him with contempt. Now 
the whole is changed ; a majority of them have 
been baptized, and others will follow soon. At the 
water, Was an unusual number of the impenitent, 
and as a majority of them had come recently from 
the Burman side, and settled in a new village just 
below this, and had not yet attended worship, I 
seized the opportunity of addressing them. If 
God shall vouch-safe his blessing, I shall have 
some souls for this day’s labors ; otherwise, all 
will have been in vain. 

10. Having heard that a number of Karena 
had recently come over from the Burman side, 
and settled a few hours below this, I started yes- 
terday and found three large and flourishing vil- 
lages. At one of these I spent the night, and 
found a number of apparently attentive listeners’ 
A few promised to make no more offerings to the 
nats. 

11. Having made all necessary arrangements, 
for the successful operation of the school, I leave 
to-morrow morning for Newville, by way of 
Maulmein, where I must stop a few days to make 
arrangements for a place for a Karen school dur- 
ing the rains. 

Return to Newville—Neighboring villagea—The 

Karena “a nation of singers,” 

22. Arrived here last night. On our way, stop 
ped ata number of large Taling villages, and 
distributed tracts. ‘The preaching, however, as I 
had no interpreter with me, I was obliged to leave 
for br. Haswell, who is coming this way in a few 
days. 

We have had a number of interesting inquirers 
at meeting to-day. ‘Two of them were Shyan 
Karens, who have recently come into this region 
to spend a few weeks, in visiting their friends.— 
They tell me that there are multitudes of Karens 
scattered all over the Shyan world, and that their 
language is the same as that of the Karens in this 
region. This agrees with what I have heard from 
various other sources ; so that there can be but 
little doub: that the great body of Karens speak, 
the same dialect. 

25. Left Newville yesterday morning, and came 
about twelve miles, making short calls at all the 
villages we passed. At Kya too ra, where we 
slept last night, the Karens are determined to go 
neither to heaven nor hell. One man assured me, 
with a great deal of confidence, that he should 
certainly be annihilated, that death would be the 
end of him. At the house where we stopped, the 
man was drunk as a beast, but his wife appeared 
to be a sincere inquirer, and said she was resolved 
to become a Christian. There are one or two oth- 
ers in this village, who appear a little hopeful.— 
Where I now am, Wan tra, the people have heard 
but little of the gospel, and seem disposed to lis- 
ten to the truth. We arrived here a little after 
noon, and have had the villagers about us all the 
afternoon and evening. We commenced our even- 
ing worship with singing, and though we had but 
few to begin with, before we had finished nearly 
the whole village was assembled. The Karens 
are emphatically a nation of singers. I have 
never seen one, who had not an ear for music, or 
could not sing. Every Karen missionary, (and 
not Karen missionaries only, Ed.) should, if pos- 
sible, have some knowledge of sacred music. 
Toungthoos-—Prevalent Intemperance— House- 

hold baptism. 

26. Have met with but little encouragement 
to-day. Ata village of Toungthoos, we had an 
assembly of from forty to fifty, for nearly two 
hours. At first they gave us a little encourage- 
ment, but finally told us they would not abandon 
the customs of their fathers. ‘The Toungthoos 
were the first who introduced Boodhism into Bur- 
mah. ‘They sent an embassy, and obtained the 
sacred books from the island of Ceylon. The 
Burmans hearing of this, sent an embassy, re- 
questing a copy, and, on being refused, declared 
war against them, overcame them, and returned 
in triumph with priests and books. So complete 
was the conquest of the Burmans, that the 
Toungthoos have never attempted to regain their 
independence. They have no written language 
of their own. The Burman is, however, taught 
in many of their villages, and they have kyoungs 
of their own, to many of which they send their 
children. 

Have seen more of the dreadful effect of drunk- 
enness to-day, than I have ever before witnessed. 
Indeed, I question whether there is another region 
in the whole Karen world, where it prevails to the 
awful extent that it does here. The Christians 
say that they have never seen any thing like it 
before. One man told me he must and would 
drink, though he knew he must go to hell in con- 
sequence of it. I said, “ If your governor should 
forbid your drinking, on a penalty of death, would 
you oy apts it off ?” “ No :” said he, “ he might 
cut off thy head, but I would not leave off ; for I 
cannot live without it, and I might as well die in" 
one way as another.” :

On my entering, they invited me to drink with | 
them: but I refused, telling them it was a very 
unsuitable occasion for revelling and drunkenness. 
They said, it was the custom of the Karens ; and 
one aged chief told me, with tears in his eyes, 
that he had not drank ardent spirits from™a child, 
and should not then, but his uncle, before his 
death, particularly requested him to join thetther 
relatives in this essential part of his funeral servi- 
¢es. On leaving the house, found some collected 
about the door, who gave us an attentive hearing, 
for nearly half an hour, after which we proceeded 
on our way. 

Feb. 1. Yesterday, visited a large village of 
twenty houses. This is the last village up the 
river. The chief told me that he had long since 
made up his mind to have nothing to do with the 
Christian religion. The villagers have genorally 
come to the same conclusion. But God can re- 
verse this decision. On our return to-day, called 
at a village, where the peoplg appeared to receive 
the word with all gladness. The most influential 
man in the village says, he has made up his mind

Monthly Concert. 


These are uniformly dear to the missionary. 
The thought that thousands are at onee in Chris- 
tendom, together with himself, lifling up their 
prayers to God for the success of the cause in 
which he is engaged, is cheering to hia heart.— 
But circumstances concurred this evening to make 
our concert peculiarly interesting. In addition 
to the common endearments of this precious sea- 
son, christendom met, as it were, by representa- 
tion in the midst of the heathen, to pray for 
their salvation. Europe and America; England 
and Germany ; the Atlantic States, and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley ; three great societies; and four 
denominations were represented by the persons of 
Messrs. Malcom, Lay, Gutzlaff, King, Williams 
and myself. Several appropriate verses were sung 
at suitable intervals, the word of God was read, 
and each one prayed. Messrs. Malcom and Lay 
gave us very interesting accounts of missionary 
circumstances with which they had become ac- 
quainted in their travels here in the east. 

Mr. M. spoke of his visit to Ava. He stated 
that notwithstanding it was death by the law to 
give or receive books, or to become a christian, yet 
the missionaries go on in giving books, and preach- 
ing to them Jesus Christ and him crucified ; and 
the natives receive, become Christians and are 
baptized in open day light in sight of the Palace ! ! 
Well, this is missionary-like ! ‘If God be for us 
who can be against us ? 

Again, he told us that one poor, old, ragged, 
ignorant Karen who had nothing to recommend 
him to his more enlightened christian brethren, 
even to secure their patronage to the amount of 
his rice, but obtained it from the hand of charity |

FOR THE BLESSING OF GOD UPON THE LABORS OF 
THE AMERICAN AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
A: large assembly of the friends of this society 

convened in.-he meeting-house in Oliver-street, 
on the evening of the 28th, Sept. 1837, pursuant 
toa recommendation of the New-York Confer- 
ence of Baptist Ministers. 
Brother Cone was appointed Chairman, and 
stated that the object of the meeting was, to ex- 
press gratitude to God for the success which has 
distinguished the Society ; to invite increasing ef- 
forts to promote the noble work of giving the Bible 
faithfully translated to all men, and to consider 
the importance of fervent, uniform, and unceasing 
prayer, for His benediction upon the future labors 
of the Society. 

After prayer by brother White, of Staten Island, 
the 19th Psalm was read by brother Dunbar, of 
this city. 

Brother A. Maclay, the agent of the Society, 
presented the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the success which has thus far 
crowned the labors of the Amerioan and Foreign 
Bible Society, demands the gratitude of all who 
love our Lord Josus Christ, and calls for increas- 
ing effort to secure the accomplishment of its con- 
templated work, of giving the Bible faithfully trans- 
lated to all the inhabitants upon the globe. 

Brother Maclay sustained this resolution by ap- 
propriate remarks. He made an interesting state- 
ment of facts in relation to his agency, and spoke 
with peculiar effect on the precedence of our de- 
nomination over all others in translating and dis- 
tributing the Bible in foreign languages. He con- 
sidered the resolution of the American Bible So- 
ciety, by which we are excluded from the use of 
the funds of that Society, in foreign translation 
and distribution, as unconstitutional and unjust. 
He regarded the formation of the American and 
Foreign Bible Society, as decidedly the most im- 
portant effort in which we had engaged, and be- 
lieved that it would be the means of exciting the 
denomination toa holy and harinonious action, and 
that it would resulain uniting them in other insti- 
tutions, which would prove a blessing to America. 

Brother Maclay presented a statement of his 
late tour of agency, and of the happiness he ex- 
perienced in visiting and addressing the Baptists 
of Maryland, and of attending the Convention of 
Western Baptists, at Cincinnati. The latter of 
these bodies entered most heartily and fully into 
the views of the Society, as to the principle of 
translation, and the organization of the Society ; 
and exhibited a laudable readiness with their 
counsels and their money, to enter upon its noble 
work. He proceeded to visit many of the most 
important places in the west and south, advancing 
as far as ‘lennessee in the former, and to New 
Orleans in the latter direction. He was, witha 
single exception, received with great cordiality in 
every place. 

He received subscriptions to the amount of ftwen- 
ty thousand nine hundred and sizty-five dollars and 
fifly-five cents ; assisted in the formation of a num- 
ber of auxiliary societies, and preached from eight 
to ten times in a week, and in one instance, preach- 
ed nineteen sermons in ten days, 

The agent informed us that the contributors to 
his subscription told him, if you embrace HOME 
DISTRIBUTION, as well as foreign, where we 
give you ten dollars now, we will give you a hun- 
dred. He closed by the expression of his hope, 
that the success of the Society was an indication 
that God would bless the Bible, translated, with- 
out addition, diminulion, or concealment. Ons aim, 


catechism prepared by the missionaries, and went 
into one of his own native villages where Christ 
had not been named, aad preached him crucified 
as well ashe knew how. And notwithstanding 
the law was against it, as well as the other un- 
promising circumstances, yet about two hundred 
soon professed religion, amidst the persecutions of 
the opposers, being whipped even till long furrows 
were left on female’s backs ; plundered of their 
property, and leit destitute and afflicted ;—All un- 
der the ministry of that ignorant but praying dis- 
ciple! What shall we say to this? Why, God 
must and will have the glory of man’s salvation. 
And the more unlikely the means, the more glory 
toGod. “ We have this treasure, says the Apos- 
tle, in earthen vessels, that the excellency of the 
power may be of God and not of us.” Mr. M. 
further remarked, that these native believers again 
and again petitioned for some of the ordained 
missionaries to come and baptize them, who hesi- 
tated least they should excite the political storm 
of persecution to burst upon the defenceless heads 
of the new converts, but ultimately concluded 
that éf heaven and earth come together they would 
goand do theirduty. They went, preached to 
them, examined, baptized nearly the whole 
two hundred! Yet the anticipated difficulties did 
not arise. He that the mighty waves and 


he said, should be to give the Bible to the world, 
and to say as we commended the work to our 
children, in the language of the dying patriarch, 
“ I die, but God will be with you.” 

The above resolution was secondea hy brother 
Luther Crawford, and accompanied by remarks 
benefiting the occasion. Speaking of the superla- 
tive excellence of that book which it is the object 
of this Society to give to all mankind—brother 
Crawford remarked, that of the Bible we might 
say in the language of Sir Isanc Newton, “ There, 
is philosophy without admixture of error.” Not 
such philosophy as was contained is his Principia, 
the theory of tides, or of attraction, or of the move- 
ment of the heavenly bodies ; but, this book pre- 
sents to perishing man the philosophy of salvation. 
In the words of him who sang the course of time, 
this is that

SHORT APPEAL FROM THE BIBLE IN 
BEHALF OF PEACE. 


The Bible is full of peace, considered both as a 
duty and a privilege; nor do I see how any 
Christian, not blinded by the war-prejudices of 
education, can peruse the word of God without 
feeling the claims of the great evangelical cause 
pressed upon his heart too strongly to be re- 
sisted. 

Look into the Old Testament, and mark the 
prophecies of peace. Our Redeemer is there sty- 
led “Tue Prince or Peace.” “Of the increase 
of his government and peace there shall be no 


others must remain until the season returns again. 


| Neither are there cherubims witha flaming sword, 


that turns every way toprevent our approach ; 
but it is always approachable if we will come to it. 
It is sufficiently large ; not only afountain, but 
an ocean of inexhaustible love, enough for the 
whole family to wash and be clean. From the 2d 
verse we are assured, that in due time, the gospel 
shall spread its happy influence, to the destruc- 
tion of idolatry, and that no future prophecy may 
be expected. When the Savior expired upon the 
cross, he exclaimed, “Itis finished.” All the 
prophecies‘Yespecting himself were about to be 


fulfilled, and there would be no further revelation | 


from heaven ; thus my dear reader, if you are put- 
ting off the day of repentance, looking for any fur- 


ther revelation from heaven, you are deceiving | 


yourself. Now is the accepted time, improve the 
present moment, and accept the offers of mercy, 
made to you in the gospel. The 6th verse pre- 
sents a serious warning to professors of religion, to 
adorn the doctrine of God their Saviour; lest it 
should be said of any of them, that Christ is 
wounded in the house of his friends. Itis a solemn 
thing to have the vows of God upon us; better that 
thou shouldest not vow, than that thou shouldest 
vow and not pay. Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven ; but he that doth the will of my Fath- 


end.” “ His rest shall be glorious.” “ ‘The wolf! 
shall dwell with the lamb, and the leopard shall | 
lie down with the kid; they shall not hurt nor| 
destroy in any holy mountain.” Both Isaiah and| 
Micah, in view of Messiah’s reign on earth, say, | 
“ They have beat their swords into plough shares, | 
and their spears into pruning-hooks: nation shall| 
not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they } 
learn war any more.” 

Glance at the New Testament, and observe 
both its precepts and its examples. Listen to the 
song of the celestial choir at the birth of our Sa- 
viour, “Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good-will towards men!” Note our 
Redeemer’s pacific precepts. ‘“ Love your ene-, 
mies. Do good to them that hate you, and pray 
for them that despitefully use you and persecute 
you. Resist not evil ; but whoso smiteth thee on 
one cheek, turn to him the other also.” | 

Trace the example of Christ. When and 
where did he return evil for evil? Under what) 
provocation did he kill an assailant to save his. 
own life, or inflict any injury upon another in 
order to screen himself? When Peter, provoked | 
by indignities heaped upon his Master in the hour 
of his betrayal aae-pprehension, drew his sword | 
and smote the servant's ear, did Christ commend 
the deed as an act of generous heroism? No ;| 
he rebuked the mistaken disciple as unchristian 
in such an act, and added this sweeping condem- 
nation of the sword: “ Put up thy sword into his 
place; for all they that take the sword, shall per- 
ish by the sword.” 

Such was our Savior’s whole course on earth. 
His spirit was peace ; his gospel was peace ; his 
farewell to his disciples was peace ; his injunc- 
tion in the moment of his seizure was peace ; his| 
dying prayer for his murderers breathed the spir- 
it of peace and love. Sucha spirit ought to per- 
vade all his followers; and if it did, they could 
neither stand aloof from the cause of peace, nor 
ever imbrue their heads in the blood of war un- 
der any circumstances. 

Reflect on the plainest aspects of the case.— 
In face of the command, love your enemies, can a 
subject of the Prince of peace consistently en- 
gage in offensive war ? In view of the warning, 
Vengeance is mine, saith the Lord, I will repay, 
can Christtans usurp the prerogative of God, and 
wage wars of retaliation and vengeance /— 
‘Cursed be the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm ;’ but every mode of aggres- 
sion and defence incurs this fearful denunciation. 
Let Christians rely for safety on him who is 
about their path, and their bed ; let them trust in 
the Lord forever; for in the Lord Jehovah is ev- 
erlasting strength. 

Such is the drift of the Bible on this subject ; 
such were the teachings and example of our 
Redeemer ; so taught, so lived, so died his apos- 
tles ; such wasthe practice of all his disciples 
down to the time when Christianity became de- 
generate, and sought the arm of civil power for 
her support. ° 

Is not all this enough to rivet upon the Chris- 
tian ’s conscience the high and sacred obligations 
of this cause f~>-WFill-he resist his claims by say- 
ing, that war is a evil? Why necessa- 
ry? Only because men choose it; and shall 
Christians ju them in a choice so foolish and 
guilty? The a declares that ‘ wars and 
fightings come from the lusts of men,’ from the 
foundation of depravity. But do you re the 
cause as visionary, Utopian? What! is 
the fulfilment of God's promises chimerical ? Is

erin heaven. Christians are said to be the salt 
of the earth, but if the salt have lost its savor, 
wherewith shall it be salted? A city set on 
a hill cannot be hid, and yet how often is it said, 
“what do ye more than others.” My brethren, 
these things ought not so to be. Can a fountain 
send forth sweet water and bitter? Let us strict- 
ly examine ourselves on this point, by the word of 
God, and prove ourselves, whether we are in the 
faith or not. The 7th verse, in my humble opin- 
ion, strongly expresses the full divinity of the 
Lord Jesus Christ; who could be the fellow of 
the Lord of Hosts; (but an equal as I take it to 
be) but the Shepherd of Israel ? 

‘To take away, as some would, the divinity of 
Christ, would be to the Christian as the blotting 
out of the sun from the natural world. Take away 
this sun, you take away the life of the world— 
take away the Sun of Righteousness, the divinity 
of the Saviour, you deprive the Christian of his 
hope of immortal life. We cannot wholly ex- 
plain the mysterious union of God-man ; the an- 
gels desire to look into it, but find it beyond their 
comprehension. At his birth they left the abodes 
of bliss, to chant ‘ Glory to God in the highest,’ 
and to direct the shepherds to the Son of God in 
the manger—they ministered to him when he 
was tempted—they strengthened him in the gar- 
den of Gethsemane—they visited his tomb—they 
informed the apostles of his resurrection, and 
foretold his second coming to judge the world.— 
What mortal man ever had that attention, that 
homage paid him by the angels? Surely none. 
On the divinity of Christ alone, rests the effieacy 
of his atoning blood. Sin was committed against 
an infinite Being, and demanded an infinite atone- 
ment. John 5; 22. For the Father judgethno 
man, but hath committed all judgment to the Son. 
This is only one of the many passages, which 
fully denote that Christ shall judge the world.— 
Now no finite being whatever can recollect with 
accuracy all his words and actions, and the mo- 
tives by which he has been influenced in this 
short life.

The 9th verse is quo- 
ted by the apostle Paul in reference to the time 


when the remnant shall look on him, whom they 


rejected and whom they have pierced by their 
sins, and shall mourn over them with a godly 
sorrow, which shall work in them a repentance 
that needeth not to be repented of. That is,God’s 
ancient people shall flock (as a cloud, and as the 
doves to their windows) to the.standard of Christ, 
and shall again be engrafted into the true olive 
tree.

** Will not the Churches in this State come up to 
our aid in this noble work, by becoming auxiliary to 
us,and forward to the Secretary, annually on the 
first of May, their Statistics.”

OBITUARY. 

Daniet Packer, Esq., of Packersville, (Canter- 
bury,) who is the subject of the following obituary no- 
tice, was born Jan. 15th, !783, in the town of Groton, 
Ct. His parents, though in the ordinary walks oP 
life, were among the more pious and active members 
of the 2d Baptist Church in the place of his nativity. 
Of the incidents of his childhood nothing worthy of 
notice is now recollected, extepting that when he was 
quite young, he was brought to feel his need of Christ, 
and to entertain a hope in his parduning mercy. And 
he uniformly showed a very decided attachment to 
the cause of Christ, yet for want of satisfactory evi- 
dence of his own adoption, he did not make a profes- 
sion of religion till he was about thirty years of age, 
at which time he united with the 2d Baptist Church 
in Groton. ' 

Being possessed of a delicate constitution, and hay- 
ing talents adapted to mercantile pursuits, he early 
engaged in that business. In this and in manufactur- 
ing he continued through life, and with almost unin- 
terrupted success. In March, 1809, he was married 
to Miss Mary Avery, of Stonington, who yet survives 
to mourn his loss; by whom he had six children, four 
sons and two daughters, all of whom survive, with the 
exception of one son, who died in infancy. In Aug- 
ust, 1809, he moved to North Stonington, in which 
place he continued in business about fifteen years. 
His next remove (in 1825) was to this Village, where

The following account of the sudden death of the 
lamented Levi H. Sanger, a pupil of the Asylum for 
_the Deaf and Dumb, was handed to us an hour too 

late for insertion in our last. We give it verbatim as 
an interesting specimen of the concise style in which 
that class of the community are accustomed to 


write. 
Apri 10th, 1838. 


A very melancholy event occurred at the Asylum 
in the night of the ninth instant. I will describe it to 
you as far as in my power. Among the pupils there 
were two brothers from Westborough, (Mass.) by the 
names of Levi and Joseph Sanger. Levi was 22 
years of age and Joseph was 17 yearsvuld. They 
were tall and smart. They came to the Asylum a- 
bout two years since. They were usually in good 
health: But alas! Wonder! On the evening of 
that day, Joseph retired at half past 9 o'clock and at 
10 o'clock his brother Levi lay down near him as 
usual.. They both slept soundly and quietly. The 
next day morning about 5 o'clock, Joseph awoke

The facts in relation to Mr. Hall's death are gath- 


ered from a letter from Rev. G. C. Comstock, dated 
Kyouk Phyoo, Arracan, Lept. 14, 1837. It appears 

that Mr. H. was taken seriously ill in the latter part | 
of July last, from which he was apparently recovering, 

when a relapse set in which soon reduced him so low 
that he was unable to converse with his friends for 
several days before he died. He remained in that 
state until he breathed his last, on the morning of Aug. 
30, 1837. 

A letter from br. R. B. Hancock, dated Maulmein, 
Oct. 7, 1837, thus speaks of the decease of Mrs. Os- 

ood :—“* Yesterday we were called to commit to the 
silent tomb the remains of our dear sister Osgood. 
She died on Thursday, [Oct. 5.] Havin endeared 
herself to all her associates her loss is deeply felt, and 
particularly by her husband. In her sickness she ex- 
hibited a striking example of patience, and in her 
case, the power of religion to support in the certain 
prospect of death, was beautifully exemplified. ~‘O 
let me die the death of the righteous and let my last 
end be like’ hers.” 

Mr. Hall, it will be recollected, sasled from this port 
in the ship Rosabella, in October, 1836, in company 
with Messrs. Bronson and Thomas. He was a native 
of Stafford, Conn. Mrs. Osgood was a native of Wa- 
tertown, N. Y. She sailed from this port in July, 
1834, in the ship Cashmere.
